Scores of Minor Measures 
Also Await Study as 
Congress Aftermath. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—(/)— 
Five important bills and scores of 
minor measures tonight awaited Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's attention as the tran- 
quil aftermath of the disputatious 
seventy-third congress. 

The signing of some of them ‘may 
make precedent, at least as far as 
the circumstances of making them law 
are concerned, for Mr. Roosevelt let 
it be known today that his name might 


be affixed on shipboard, well out to/| 


sea. 

Today, most of them were scattered 
about the various departments for 
study by experts and routine recom- 
mendations for or against presidential 
approval. 

But when the presidential yacht 
sets sail to pick him up in New Eng- 
land later in the week, the president 
told correspondents, the chances are 
some of the measures will be carried 
along for his attention on the cruise 
that will follow.

NUOSEVELT NAMES 


President Hears. Union 
Proposals, Signs Labor 
Bill; Full Authority 
Given Cabinet Member. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt tonight expressed 


hope that the threatened steel strike 
may be averted “without sacrificing 
any principle involved.” 

Simultaneously he placed authority 
to negotiate settlement of the contro- 
versy in the hands of the nation’s 
first woman cabinet officer—Secre- 
tary of Labor Frances Perkins. 

The chief executive paused in last- 
minute preparations to depart on his 
vacation to review the situation with 
Secretary Perkins, Senator Robert F, 
Wagner, democrat, New York, chair- 
man of the national labor board; 
President William Green, of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
Michael Tighe, head of the Amalga- 
mated Steel, Iron and Tin Workers. 

Signs Bill. 7 

Shortly before they went to the 
White House, Mr. Roosevelt signed 
the new labor disputes act, a weapon 
designed to avoid industrial strife. 

The union leaders submitted a four- 
point program whieh, they assured the 
president, would bring peace to the 
steel industry. The original settle- 
ment plan drafted by NRA Admin- 
istrator Hugh S. Johnson which was 
accepted by the steel executives but 
rejected by labor. also was discussed. 

Settlemen 


At the close of the conference, the 
president issued this statement: 

“IT have discussed with the secre- 
tary of labor every detail of the. pro- 
posal that has been made by a com- 
mittee of the Amalgamated Steel, Iron 
& Tin Workers on bebalf of em- 
ployes in the steel industry. The sec- 
retary has described to me also the 
proposal that the employers in the 
steel industry made last week to the 
administrator for the NRA. 

“It is my hope that some method 
will be found to adjust all the points 
that are in controversy and to pre- 
serve orderly relations without sac- 
rificing any~ principle that is in- 
volved. 

“I have referred the proposal to 
the secretary of labor for careful 
study and to undertake any negotia- 
tions that seem advisable. The sec- 
retary is fully empowered to repre- 
sent me in taking whatever action 
seems advisable under the circum- 
stances and will, of course, consult 
and co-operate with all other agencies 
of government concerned.” 

Green and Tighe, who earlier in 
the day appeared enthusiastic over 
the prospects of early settlement of 
the dispute, had lost none of their 
optimism as they emerged from the 
conference.

HARRISON ACT

While the United States sought 
means of protecting ifs investors 
against the threatened German mora- 
torium on payments .of all indebted- 
ness, the Cuban government was ad- 
vised yesterday that a loan of $60,- 
000,000 made the island republic by 
three large United States banks was 
illegal. 

President Roosevelt, the state de- 
partment and the treasury today stud- 


ied the Harrison resolution impound- 
ing $20,029,000 from the ‘special 
German deposit account.” 

The Cuban action was not imme- 
diately made public but the Chase 
National bank, in New York city, 
said in a statement that it is request- 
ing the Cuban government to withhold 
action on the debt commission's re- 
port until it can present the govern- 
ment with a statement of law on the 
points raised by the commission.

29, in the “special German de- 
posit account’ in the treasury was 
among delicate international mone- 
tary problems occupying President 
Roosevelt, the state department and 
the treasury today. 

The action which must have the

increased the enigma surrounding the 
slaying of Dr. Homer L. Meyer.

BANKS SEND PROTEST

According to the Chase bank, Cuban 
public works obligations now  out- 
standing which were subject to exam- 
ination by the committee which re- 
ported today were as follows: 

First: $40,000,000 principal amount 
of publie works 51-2 per cent sink- 
ing fund gold bonds, due in 1945, 
issued under an agreement dated 
February 26, 1930. These bonds, ac- 
cording to the bank, are largely in 
the hands of the public. 


Second: $20,000,000 deferred pay- 
ment 51-2 per cent public works cer- 
tificates representing advances under 
an bank credit at the same time as 
the previous loans. 

This credit is owned to the extent 
of 48 1-3 per cent by the Chase Na- 
tional bank; 26 2-3 per cent by the 
National City bank of New York, and 
25 per cent by the Continental Illi- 
nois National Bank & Trust Com- 
pany of Chicago. 

The bank said it was advised that 
the recommendations of the commis- 
sion included the foilowing: 

“The financial operation accorded 
with the Chase National bank has 
been contracted illegally in violation 
of the constitution and the laws. 
Those dated after May 20, 1929, were 
made with an usurping government 
and the partial or supplementary 
loans were made to the regime and not 
to the state. All of these are odius 
and in the greater part contrary to 
the public welfare. The investments 
appear obscure and the assumption of 
their risk by the creditors is evident. 

“Insofar as concerns the Chase Na- 
tional bank the right of repudiation 
is undoubted. 

“Insofar as concerns the bond- 
holders, the government has reasons 
of a legal character of considerable 
strength to decide upon their repudia- 
tion.”

For Honorary Degree From Yale 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 19.— 
(*)—President Roosevelt, Harvard's 
most distinguished living graduate. 
comes to New Haven tomorrow to re- 
ceive an honorary degree from his- 
toric Yale, his alma mater's tradition- 
al foe in the sports realm. 


Academic, civic and military lead- 
ers in Connecticut arranged a gala 
reception for the president. 

The chief executive planned to fol- 
low his visit to the elm-shaded Eli 
campus with a trip to the old whal- 
ing port of New London aboard the 
yacht Sequoia. From its decks he 
will watch the Yale-Harvard regatta 
on the Thames river Friday. 

The president’s son, Franklin, is a 
member of the Crimson freshman 
crew, which will race against the Eli 
yearlings in the morning. 

In coming to New Haven to re- 
ceive the honorary degree of doctor 
of laws—the highest gift which Yale 
can confer on an adopted son—the 
chief executive follows the trail blazed 
by another Roosevelt. 

Theodore Roosevelt came to New 
Haven October 24, 1901, a month 
after ascending to the presidency, to 
receive an honorary degree. He is the 
only president ever to come to Yale 
while in office to receive such an 
honor.

America once more owns the 
world’s heavyweight boxing cham- 
pionship. It is a championship 
which has left this nation but twice 
since the days when John L. Sul- 
livan held it. 


Max Schmeling, 2 German, won 
it and held % but a short while. 
He lost it to an American who in 
turn lost it to an Italian, Primo Car- 
nera. Last week Carnera lost it to 
a Californian, Max Baer. 

That the title is important to 
American citizens may be judged by 
the fact that almost 100,000 people 
saw the fight itself and milljpns 
more read newspaper accounts of it. 

The title and the fight itself is 
never as fascinating as the stories of

the men who make the fight. In 
this case the Italian was almost a 
human freak, being almost seven 
feet tall and weighing about 270 
pounds.

A LONG FORWARD STEP. 

President Roosevelt signed yes- 
terday one of the most important 
enactments of the present congress, 
and one which should have a far- 
reaching effect in simplifying court 
procedure not only in federal, but 
ultimately in all the state courts. 

Briefly stated the new law means 
that hereafter procedure in federal 
trial courts will be governed by 
uniform procedures, and that this 
manner of procedure will be formu- 
lated by the supreme court of the 
United States. 

Up to now the question of rules 
for federal court practice have been 
governed under an act of June 1, 
1872, which provided that the 
practice, pleadings and modes of 
proceedings, should conform “as 
near as may be” to the practice ex- 
isting in the courts of the state 
within which district such federal 
court is held. -This has led to 
much confusion, as there are 48 
States, each with its differences in 
general practice—and the federal 
courts were compelled by law to 
follow them, instead of them tak- 
ing their directions from the higher 
court,

has been agitating for the simpli- 
fication of federal legal procedure 
Since 1909, and its committees 
urging this reform have numbered 
Such outstanding men as William 
Howard Taft, Louis D. Brandeis, 
and other eminent jurists. Despite 
this fact and that the legislation 
has been recommended by every 
president since the day of Wilson, 
the bill that would effect the reform 
has been buried in congress. 

Attorney-General Homer Cum- 
mings took up the fight March 14 
of this year, and after securing the 
indorsement of President Roosevelt, 
pressed for action by congress. He 
pointed out to them that since the 
days of Shakespeare’s time ‘‘the 
law’s delay has been a byword, and 
the activities of certain unscrupu- 
lous lawyers, who seek to bridge 
the gap between respectability and 
crime, have brought grave reproach 
upon the profession.” 

In 90 days from the time the at- 
torney-general took up the fight 
for the measure it was enacted. 

It will stand as a monument to 
his ability, wisdom and judgment. 
The new law will have the effect 
of expediting trials and doing away 
with many of the unconscionable 
delays that are the bane of our le- 
gal system. 

That the states will adopt laws, 
requiring all divisions of state 
courts to conform in procedure 
with the rules of practice formu- 
lated by the federal supreme court 
for federal district courts, would 
appear certain; and at the next ses- 
sion of the Georgia legislature such 
a measure should be enacted into 
law. 

Time and again the Georgia Bar 
Association has recommended the 
enactment of a law that will simplify 
proceedings, eliminate delays, and 
put an end to the interminable con- 
tinuance of cases through court 
after court on mere technicalities. 
But the influence of the kind of 
lawyers who thrive on that sort of 
practice has been sufficient to nulli- 
fy the efforts for reform made by 
leaders of the bar. 

Justice demands that 2 case 
Should be tried upon its merits, and 
procedure before a court should be 
such that the trial judge may rule 
along the lines that produce facts 
for his or a jury’s consideration, 
and not be hampered by some tech- 
nicality which, under the law, he is 
compelled to rule. 

Even when a case has been tried, 
fought through a multitude of ex- 
ceptions to technical rulings, and 
a decision rendered, the judge {fs 
not through speaking before notice 
of appeal is given. 

Then it depends largely upon how 
much money the loser can provide 
to football the case from one court 
to another on a succession of ap- 
peals and new trials. And prob- 
ably all on some disputed and in- 
volved technical matter of proce- 
dure, in no wise involving the 
merit of the case.

Admiral 


Togo. 

The death of Admiral Togo, the 
Japanese naval hero, who sank the 
Russian fleet in 1905, brings to mind 
those stirring days when as @ school- 
boy I walked one hour every night 


after school to a near-by town where 
there was a railway station. In that 
station you could buy a newspaper, a 
passing train drop a bundle around 
five in the afternoon. But I did not 
read the dispatches. With that I 
waited till I came home, when my 
grandfather read them out loud and 
explained them. I remember the day 
when it was announced that Admiral 
Rodjeswensky, I think that was the 
name, agtarted out from Kronstadt 
with the whole imperial Russian fleet 
on that voyage around the world, 
which was to crush the Japanese out 
of existence. : 


Debacle. 


Out in the far east the admiral ran 
into Togo. As the Russian tried to 
steer his cruisers and battleships into 
the narrow branch of water before 
Port Arthur, the Japanese sank every 
ship, the one after the other, with 
the precision of expert bowlers. It 
was easy picking. Not a ship of the 
imperial Russian navy remained above 
water. It was a disaster without 
parallel in modern sea warfare. The 
most curious part of it is, as we 
know now, that the czar was not in 
the least ruffled by this inglorious 
end of his fleet. He was playing ten- 
nis when the news came to Tsarskoye 
Selo. First nobody dared to tell him 
about the naval disaster. Finally one 
adjutant picked up courage and “i 


pered the dreadful news to his . 
jesty. The czar scarcely looked uP, 
asked the adjutant whether he had 
anything else to report and then calm- 
ly went on with the game. Was 
that sang-froid cool-headedness or 
sheer imbecility? I don’t know. 
did not know the czar. But the sec- 
ond alternative seems the most likely 
of the two. 


The Land 


Battle. 


On land the Russians did not have 
any better luck. The Japanese be- 
sieged Port Arthur and the whole 
world began to speculate how long the 
fortress-city could hold out. “Indefi- 
nitely,” the telegrams from Petersburg 
announced, “Port Arthur is impreg- 
nable.” The Japs said nothing. That 
puzzled many people. The Japs knew 
better than St. Petersburg what was 
going on. The Russian archdukes 
who had gone on a pleasure-jaunt to 
Manchuria to watch the war, had not 
omitted to take a few trainloads of 
French girls along for themselves and 
for their fellow-officers. The Japs 
said nothing. General Stoessel was 
defending Port Arthur. One day the 
general mounted the walls of the city 
and looked out at the Japanese posi- 
tions. “How did they get so near?” 
he asked his subordinates. “But if 
those are the Japanese positions, we 
are lost.” added Stoessel. He had not 
kept informed of the situation before 
the city. Shortly thereafter Stoessel 
surrendered. He was a good general, 
the Japanese said. They allowed him 
to keep his sword. He must have 
been one of those generals like Korni- 
loff, who fought in the counter-revo- 
lution 12 years later. “He was a 
good general,” Trotsky wrote of him, 
“a good general as Russian generals 
go. He had read two books!”

Malaria Spread by the Needle. 

In New York city the chief medical 
examiner did autopsies in 16 cases of 
fatal tropical malaria in a, period of 
four months last year. The malaria 
was of the tropical (estivo-autumnal) 
type. In every instance the victim 
had been a drug addict. 

I call this epidemic of malaria par- 
ticularly to the attention of fad heal- 
ers and cultists who do not believe 
in germs or micro-organisms as the 
eause of disease. It would be inter- 
esting to hear such a ‘‘doctor’ ex- 
plain these cases of tropical disease 
in a northern city. ; 

In every case the drug addict in- 
jected heroin into his vein—what 18 
called a “main-line shooter’ in the 
parlance of the dope world. 

Nearly all of the deceased addicts, 
it was discovered by detectives, had 
frequented the same lodging houses. 
Many of them had never been outside 
of New York, but a few had been to 
the tropics. 

It appeared that the heroin addicts 
improvised a syringe from a medicine 
or eye dropper mserted into a hypo- 
dermie needle. They call this con- 
trivance the “spike.” It was _ fre- 
quently used by a number of addicts 
in quick succession, for injection of 
a dose into a vein. When the needle 
is inserted into a vein a small quan- 
tity of blood nearly always flows back 
into the syringe. Thus some malaria 
parasites in the bléod of one of the 
addicts who had been infected by 
malaria-carrying mosquitoes in the 
tropics got into the syringe and was 
immediately transferred to the veins 
of the next user of the “spike.” He 
in turn became a carrier of malaria, 
inoculated with his heroin. 

Such an odd mode of infection has 
been reported from several other parts 
of the world. Thus there have been 
outbreaks of malaria among drug ad- 
dicts in Egypt, in Omaha, in New Or- 
leans, in Chicago and at Fort Leaven- 
worth penitentiary, all traced to the 
same agency. 

A freak or cult healer would have 
you believe that malaria is due to 
some waste matter or rotten product 
of metabolism which the body is 
striving to “throw off,” and that the 
logical remedy is fasting, and all that 
hackneyed line which so strongly ap- 
peals to the great wiseacre popula- 
tion. 

Sensible folk now understand pretty 
clearly that malaria is naturally con- 
tracted only through the bite of the 
few species of mosquitoes that carry 
the parasite or plasmodium from per- 
son to person. 

In this New York outbreak the 
“spike” used by the drug addicts 
served to carry the makings of the 
disease from person to person. 

For persons risiting or traveling 
or living in malaria country a daily 
dose of 10 grains of quinine, pro- 
vided one can take that much with- 
out unpleasant by effects, is the best 
way to prevent the disease. That is 
personal prophylaxis. Of course mos- 
quito control measures must be car- 
ried out to prevent malaria from be- 
coming an impediment to industry 
and social life in the community.

London naval conference, reveals no 
logical grounds for Japan to claim an 
increased ratio of sea power in com- 
parison with the United States and 
Great Britain. 

Writing in the quarterly review, 
Foreign Affairs, on the prospects of 
the 1935 naval conference, now the 
subject of preparatory conversations 
in London, the American expert de- 
clared that ‘“‘the Japanese claim for 
an actual increase in her naval ratio 
will not further the purposes of peace, 
and must find other reasons than 
equality and security.” 

Despite the lack of acceptable 
grounds for an increased ratio, how- 
ever, Admiral Pratt asserted that 
Japan “has a just claim to equality 
in treatment in other respects and un- 
til that claim is recognized there will 
remain a feeling ‘of tension.” 

“International relations,” he wrote 
in this connection, ‘“‘must be based on 
a spirit of fair play, equality and jus- 
tice if peace is to be kept.” 

The admiral’s analysis showed no 
reason why friendly relations should 
not be maintained between the United 
States and Japan “so Jong as each 
country respects the other’s rights, 
lives up to its treaty obligations, en- 
ters no trade wars, develops no su- 
periority complex, starts no war prop- 
aganda, attends strictly to its own 
business.” 

“The Pacific,” he said, “has not 
been the breeder of war hurricanes 
that the Atlantic and Mediterranean 
have been.” 

Regardless of all technical and po- 
litical considerations, however, Ad- 
miral Pratt holds that the economic 
situation at the time will play an im- 
portant part in the 1935 parley.

In Detroit Miss Tufverson's sister, 
Miss Olive Tufverson, said that the 
finding of the missing woman's brief 
case in Poderjay’s apartment de- 
stroyed her last hope that her sister 
might alive. 

_“It_was a symbol of her success in 
New York and it meant everything to 
her,” was the sister's explanation of 
her belief that Miss Tufverson would 
never give up the brief case.

Discovery in a London registry of- 
fice today of the Ferrand-Poderjay 
marriage reestablished the man as a 
bigamist, but not in the manner he 
had confessed.

President Calls Measure 
One of Most Important 
Reform Steps. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt Tuesday signed a 
bill empowering the supreme court 
to prescribe rules of practice and pro- 
cedure for the federal courts and de- 
scribed it as “one of the most impor- 
tant steps ever taken in the improve- 
ment of our judicial system. 

The president signed the measure 
for simplification of court procedure 
in the presence of Attorney-General 
Cummings and Chairman Ashurst and 
Sumners of the senate and house ju- 
diciaries committees, respectively.

this measure, which give to the su- 
preme court of the United States the 
power to prescribe uniform rules of 
practice and procedure for the federal 
courts and actions at law, represents 
one of the most important steps ever 
taken in the improvement of our ju- 
dicial system. 

“Its significance at once will be rec- 
ognized in informed legal circles. 

“The procedure which has hereto- 
fore been followed is. based upon a 
complicated patchwork of disconnected 
statutes and decisions, superimposed 
upon the varying practice in the sev- 
eral states. 

“The confusion resulting from such 
an unscientific system has, of neces- 
sity, been productive of uncertainty, 
expense and delay. 

“For the complicated procedure of 
the past, we now propose to substitute 
a simplified, flexible, scientific, cor- 
related system of procedural rules pre- 
scribed by the supreme court. 

“The members of that great tri- 
bunal are pre-eminently qualified to 
discharge the duty which has been en- 
trusted to them. 

“All of us who are seriously con- 
cerned with the problem of legal re- 
form and speeding up of the adminis- 
tration of justice regard the passage 
of this bill as a distinct achievement.”

Do you mind—dropping back to New York for a moment 
and standing on the bank of the Hudson looking out at the big 
Saratoga, airplane carrier for the fleet? 

And then walking her decks and seeing the big stretch of 
them? And the elevators which take the planes down below? 

And then to a cafe where | sat talking with some officers 
from the Saratoga. 

The drama of the navy fliers attached to the Sara- 
toga is one of the greatest of them all. And the lives of 
those fliers are face to face with the daily drama of 
Death. And yet they always—or almost always—man- 
age to evade him, leaving him peering at the sands as 
they run through his glass.

And they call the ship ‘‘Mama’”’ because they 
all come back to her at eventide and sit down on her 
lap. And when they are in the air and it comes time to 


come back home they begin to look for ‘‘Mama’”’ in the

The navigators tell me that they grow gray-haired | 
early.

Because 
while ‘‘Mama”’ is a right hefty lady she is just a little dot in the 
big, big ocean. 

The ship doesn’t stand and wait. It moves on in 
these maneuvers. And the boys are very, very careful 

to note down ‘‘Mama’s” exact address for that evening. 

And Heaven help the navigator if they. miss her. They 
all—if they survive—swear he gave them a bum steer on just 
what ocean corner Mama would be waiting.

To Rescue Men From Pirates ':: 


CHEFOO, China, June 19.—(#)— 
The inaccessible swamp lands of the 
Yellow river delta tonight blocked ef- 
forts to rescue six Britons and one 
Japanese kidnaped by a gang of pi- 
rates from the British steamer Shun- 
tien. 

British authorities were considering 
sending airplanes from the aircraft 
carrier Eagle at Weihaiwei in search 
of the sea wolves if Chinese, authori- 
ties permit. 

The U. S. S. Pope and the mine- 
layer Bittern co-operating with Brit- 
ish destroyers in scouring China’s

When a player holds a six-card

XXVII.—Service Abroad Only Temporary. 


Public office, however, does not 
mean that one goes in only for posi- 
tions which are affected by political 
organizations. There are certain 
services where technical knowledge is 
necessary and it is quite possible for 
a woman to fit herself to enter one 
of these services. Many women have 
done so and are at present serving 
as research workers and_ technical 
workers in many government offices 
regardless of what political party may 
be in power. 

_ They are also going in today for the 
diplomatic and consular services. To 
do this they have to pass the regu- 
lar examinations and get an appoint- 
Once in, 
however, they progress in the same 
way as any other employe in the 
service. 

People frequently write me and 
want temporary appointments because 
they speak a certain language and 
are visiting ‘the country where that 
language is spokem or because they 
want some experience abroad. The 
only way in which a temporary ap- 
pointment of this sort can be secured 
is through personal acquaintance with 
some one at the embassy who is will- 
ing to take one on, if one is willing 
to render free services for the expe- 


rience one may get, and services are b 


needed in a temporary clerical job; 
but one cannot be a paid government 
servant. 

Candidates are not taken on by the 
government without passing examina- 


tions except. in the cases of certain. 


clerks and minor employes and these 
are not considered as part of the reg- 
ular government foreign service and 
are not actually diplomatic or consu- 
lar agents. 

To me one of the most necessary 
things for any one who wishes to go 
into this particular branch of the 
government’s service, is a gift for lan- 
guages. I do not believe it is pos- 
sible unless you speak the language 
of a country really to understand the 
people themselves and, after all, the 
fundamental thing which our consular 
and diplomatic agents must do is to 


understand the people with whom they 
are maintaining contact. : 


_A diplomatic agent must repreexsnt 
his own country but he must be able 
to appreciate also what is good in 
the country where he is living in 
order to represent his own country 
sympathetically. He must have in- 
terest enough to study the history of 
that country, its literature, and try 
to work out a way by which he cay 
make his country understandable to 
the people of whatever country he 
may be in. It is often the consnis 
in small towns and the assistants who 
do more to build up the good feeling 
and to promote international under- 
standing than the head people could 
ever do because they cannot come in 
such close contact with many people 
in the community in which they are 
living. 

Many young men have made starts 
in their careers as lawyers through 
having served a year as secretary to 
one of the justices of the supreme 
court. Justice Holmes for years made 
i a practice to take students from 
the Harvard law school who had grad- 
uated with high honors, for the first 
year after they left law school and [ 
think that none of the young men 
who served under him fail to look 
ack upon that year with gratitude 
for what they learned, and with deep 
affection for their chief who did much 
for them in many ways besides giving 
them their first legal experience. 

These services are not strictly 
speaking political services but they 
are public services and prepare meu 
and women to earn their livings in 
the outside world as well as in public 
service. 

It may be that the time will come 
when boys and girls may definite 
plan to enter public life and to make 
their living by doing so, but at the 
present time I think this is out of 
the question.

hotel code be revised.

Winecoff hotel, and a member of the 
council, said Tuesday that the hotel 
industry, one of the leading major in- 
dustries in the country, has been 
struggling for six months to help out 
business through increased wages anid 
enlarged staffs. ; 
He pointed out that many lesser in- 
dustries have modified their codes, but 
that the hotels have not. Many hotels 
are virtually bankrupt, he asserted, 
as all gross income is paid for operat- 
ing costs. “We must have relief from 
this situation,” he said, “otherwise 
the spirit of the code is thwarted. 
Conditions are being imposed that are 
breaking down the permanency of the 
structure we are trying to build.”

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


STRANGE FOLK 
OF FAR PLACES 
XIII—Maori Homes. 


Houses of South Sea island folk 
are, in general, fairly well built, 
though small. The people lead an 
outdoor life, and seek shelter for lit- 
fle except sleeping, or coming in out 


‘of the rain. The sides of the houses | 


are commonly bamboo strips fastened | 
to hardwood posts, and roofs thatched | 


\ lowed to cook food over the fire 
‘which was thus made. 

Some of the houses were mere 
| cabins, only five or six feet high, six 
or eight feet long, and five or six 
' feet wide. Others were of goodly size 
|—rising to a height as great as 20 
feet. 

The larger buildings were used as 
meeting places for the village coun- 
cil, as sleeping quarters for guests, 
and as storehouses for food. __ 

After the carving was finished, 


| the house was painted red or black.

with palm leaves or reeds. or 
Paints were made by mixing oil 


taken from animal fat with red soil 
or with soot. 

A priest was called to tie a sacred 
shrub to one of the posts, and to give 
blessings. He called upon the god, 
Tanay. not to harm the place; he 
climbed to the roof and asked that 
no harm should come from any of 
the images of gods which had been 
carved: and then he came down to 
the ground and offered a prayer that 
the gods make the house warm. 

Inside and outside their homes, the 
Maoris set up posts with images of 
gods in human form (usually with 
the tongue hanging out!) This custom 
is a strong reminder of the totem pole 
custom of Indans living along the 
coast of Alaska and western Canada. 
It is quite possible that relatives of 
the Maoris reached North America, 
and helped to form the stock of the 
American Indians. 

Maoris living today number abont 
50.000. Most of them earn their liv- 
ing by farming. Many \have studied 
in colleges, becoming doctors, law- 
yers and statesmen. Their old ways. 
for the most part, are gone; but 
they seem ‘to lke the customs which

WASHINGTON, June 19.—A pro- 
posal to convert millions of gallons 
of pre-repeal bootleg into legal liquor 
by the mere payment of federal tax 
has been definitely rejected by the ad- 
ministration. 

For months lawyers and lobbyists 
who claimed to have access to from 
40,000,000 to 50,000,000 gallons of il- 
licit alcohol—mostly supposed to be 
stored within a small radius of New 
York city—have been pressing per- 
sistently for such a deal with the gov- 
ernment. ; 

Today Secretary Morgenthau said 
there was no prospect of such legali- 
gation, and that he hoped—‘“for the 
bootleggers’ sake”’—that the lawyers 
had been working for them on con- 
tingent fees, thus implying that any 
sums paid them were wasted. 

Furthermore, he said, if the govern- 
ment could find where the liquor was, 
it would be seized.

~ LEFT UNFLLED 


Patronage Differences 
Between Russell, Vinson 
Prevent Senate Action. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Patron- 
age differences between Senator Rich- 
ard B. Russell Jr. and Carl Vinson, 
dean of the Georgia delegation in the 
lower house, resulted in the failure of | 
the senate to confirm the nomination 
of P. T. Anderson as postmaster at 
Macon during the final hours before 


adjournment, it was revealed today. 

Mr. Anderson, now serving as act- 
ing postmaster, is a brother of W. T. 
Anderson, publisher of the Macon 
Telegraph, which recently was made 
the target of a bitter attack by the 
junior Georgia senator because of an 
article it printed charging Senator 
Russell with a conspiracy to force op- 
position to Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge. 

Senator Russell, who has engaged 
in more than one patronage encounter 
with the Milledgeville congressman, 
has been holding up the Macon post- 
mastership nomination for several 
months but is said to have been cn 
the verge of relenting at the time the 
article in question was printed. Pub- 
lication of the article, the implications 
of which were vigorously denied by 
Senator Russell, opened fresh wounds 
with the result that Representative 
Vinson and the junior senator have 
since been unable to agree on a com- 
mon course of action. 

By virtue of the senate inaction, Mr, 
Anderson will be compelled to retain 
his present status as acting postmas- 
ter until congress meets again and his 
name is either rejected or confirmed. 
The amount of salary going with tie 
office is not involved, however. 

Disagreement over the Macon office 
marks the second clash during the 
session just ended between the junior 
Georgia senator and the dean of tha 
house group. Senator Russell also 
succeeded in blocking the confirmation 
of Acting Postmaster Tignor at Mil- 
ledgeville. High administration offi- 
cials at Mr. Vinson’s behest sought 
to intervene in behalf of Dr. Tignor, 
but the senator’s opposition, based on 
“personally objectionable” grounds, 
was pressed, and the nomination was 
withdrawn by the president before it 
could be voted on. 

By virtue of the withdrawal, how- 
ever, Dr. Tignor has been permitted 
to continue his status as acting post- 
master, Vinson adopting this course 
to forestall the nominee’s removal. 
Had the senate rejected the nomina- 
tion, the acting incumbent would hare 
been compelled to vacate the office. 
As it is he can continue to serve until 
his successor is named. 

_ President Roosevelt has promised to 

find another place for Dr. Tignor and 
expectations are that an appointment 
equally suitable will be, forthcoming 
in due time.

BITE OF DOG ADDS 
NEW CRISIS FOR BOY 
FIGHTING FOR LIFE 


RALEIGH, N. C., June 19.—AH)— 
The nipping teeth of a puppy he tried 
to pet today raised another crisis in 
the life of Robert Montgomery, nine- 
year-old Riverside, Md., boy; already 
suffering with tuberculosis. 

Robert’s assets today were an aged 
grandfather, a joint income of $5 a 
week, the tent in which they live, free 
pasteur treatment if he could only get 
to them—and denial of defeat. His 
liabilities—the white plague, poverty 
and the threat of rabies. 

The dog bit Robert this morning. 
was found to be rabid, and pasteur 
treatments were ordered by health 
authorities. The welfare office here 
provided funds for the serum. 

But Robert. and his grandfather 
have no means of travel for the five 
miles between their tent and the 
clinic—and it takes 20 days for the 
treatment. 

“The boy certainly can't walk that 
far each day, even if he can stand the 
treatments in his weak condition,” 
said John Ford, the grandfather.
